LERIDA, Spain, Jan. 24.—Insurgent leaders declared today their 
forces had achieved “a complete break” in government defences di- 
rectly before Barcelona, and that the fall of the government capital was 
regarded as a matter of hours. 


PERPIGNAN, France, Jan, 24.—An official telephone message 
from Barcelona tonight reported insurgent forces were attacking 
the outskirts of the government capital. Insurgent advance guards, 
the message said, moved through the airfield of Prat de Llobregat 
and on to the Barcelona suburb of Montjuich, at the southern edge 


of the city
